Hams said. The majority of the 
people of Manitoba who voted for it 
hever meant that it should allow the 
liberties that exist today in the buy- 
ing of liquor, especially of beer 
The freedom allowed brewers and 
hotels under the present_act is dis- 
graceful, No effort to keép within 
the law is being shown by: the brew- 
ers. Beer is sold regardless of the 
spirit of the law. The brewers are 
responsible for the present abomi- 
nable conditions. They are not to 
be trusted.” 

Enumerating the principal weak- 
nesses. of the present Moderation 
Act, Mr. McWilliams stated that the 
right of the brewers to sell beer to 
permit holders made government 
control impossible. The act permits 
the brewers to establish distributing 
depots, and 12 such depots have been 
opened. Six are close to the pro- 
vincial boundaries, and two are situ- 
ated adjacent to the Emerson High- 
way, running from the international 
border to Winnipeg. Mr. McWilliams 
said that these depots were set up 
fo: the purpose of distributing liquor 
into the prohibition provinces and 
into the United States, and charged 
that in allowing depots to ‘be main- 
tained near the boundary Manitoba 
was conniving’ with bootleggers to 
violate the laws of another country. 
Mr. McWilliams said another clause 
of the act which was conducive to 
irregularities was that which allowed 
a person to rent a room in a hotel, 
which, according to the act, becomes 
his residence, allowing him to buy as

Women’s Rights Question 

EDMONTON, Alta., Oct. 29 (Spe- 
cial Correspondence) —The question 
of the rights of women to drink 
in beer bars has been raised in Al- 
berta. In giving his personal opin- 
ion, the chief of police, A, G. Shute, 
of Edmonton, said he was absolute- 
ly opposed to women in 
beer bars, but he did not intend to 
interfere, as women were not pre- 
vented from entering the beer bars 
by the provisions of the Liquor Act. 
He felt it was a matter to be dealt 
with by the Liquor Control Board. 

In the opinion of various. civic of- 
ficlals, women who drink in beer 
bars should not be ericouragéd to 
continue the practice, and; while 
they stated there was no intention 
to ask the beer licensees to discour- 
age the business, yet they realize it 
is not a desirable feature of the 
trade. One civic official stated that 
one of the many requisites gn con- 
nection with the beer trade is proper 
supervision.

MEXICO MODIFIES 


ATTITUDE WITH BRITAIN 


LONDON, Nov. 3—The attitude of 
the Mexican Government toward 
commercial relations with Great 
Britain has Been modified.

the Ministry of Agricul- 
ture works in conjunction with the 
recording societies, 
leading dairy farmers of Great 
Britain. | 

Since the war, steady progress has 
been made in this movement. In 
1919 there were 38 milk-recording 
societies in existence. Since that 
time more societies “have been 
formed each year, with the result 
that this number has now, been in- 
creased to 55. But altfough a com- 
parison of these two figures shows 
that the system has continued to be- 
come more popular, the actual ex- 
tent to which the practice of milk 
recording has gained ground is more 
clearly brought out by an examina- 
tion of the number of cews recorded. 
In 1919 this figure was 17,989. Each 
subsequent year has seen a striking 
increase over the previous season 
and the returns for 1923 show that 
the milk yields of 68,349 cows were 
recorded during that year. 

The future. of the milk-recording 
movement in Great: Britain is now as- 
sured, but there still remains ample 
scope for its further development.

The First Step 

Humanitarians noting the inciden- 
tal consideration accorded humane- 
ness in the schools have prepared 
leaflets on the care and treatment 
of pets, listed topics for .composi- 
tion, and compiled little reading lists, 
end distributed these gratuitously 
through the schools. This was a step 
in the richt direction, but being 
taken by humanitarians and not by 
trained educators, it did not provide 
the. teacher with devices and mate- 
rial, and often imposed on her tte 
task of searching ior books and 
stories in libraries. So the leaflets 
being only leaflets, have often been 
dropped, like so many other leaflets 
that find their way to a busy, teach- 
er’s desk, into a convenient waste- 
basket. , 

Humane education to win perma- 
nent and practical consideratie n 
should be lifted. above the leaflet 
stage. It should be presented to the 
teaching world by educators. Real- 
izing this, the, Maxwell Training 
School for Teachers and the Ameri- 
can Society for the Prevention of 
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Cruelty to Animals have . into 


a humane education partnership, the 


results of the experimentation car- 
ried on by the former being pub- 
lished and circulated by the latter, 
in booklet form. 

The first of a series of booklets 
has just been issued. It contains 
cight lessons, each adapted to the 
time allotted for class instruction, 
and to the Age of the children. The 
titles are: First year, “Kindness to 
All Pets“; second year, “The Toad in 
the Garden”; third year, “The Care 
and Treatment of the Cat“; fourth 
year, “The Care and Feeding of the 
Dog”; fifth year, “The Treatment 
and the Feeding of the Horse“; sixth 
year, Bird Protection“; seventh 
year, “The Pérforming — 
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eighth year, “Trapping.” Each les- 
son follows a definite method of pro- 
cedure, and is developed through 
question, statement and answer, all 
material necessary for presentation 
being provided in the booklet. 

: The Lessons Worked Out 

The lesson for the first school 
year, Kindness to All Pets,” is based 
on Celia Thaxter's child poem, “Lit- 
tle Gustava,” and grows through the 
picturizing of Little Gustava and all 
her pets on a poster. The second 
lesson culminates in a delightful 
dramatization, entitled “The Toad in 
‘the Garden.” Motivation in the 
fourth is Senator Vest'’s “Eulogy on 
the Dog,” and in the fifth, “The 
Horse’s Prayer.” Presentation in the 
sixth deals with the beauty, as well 
as the economic’ value, of bird life, as 
set forth in the ‘plea of the Pre- 
ceptor in Longfellow’s “Birds of 
Killingworth.” The aim of the 
seventh is the eliminating of trained 
animal performances, while the 
eighth lesson is an exposé of the 
cruelty connected with the trapping 
industry.

Some interesting bits of information have 
been revealed to those who have had the in- 
quisitiveness or the ‘curiosity to sean the figures 
that have been published. The impression 
gained by many, perhaps, is that few of the 
extremely wealthy persons or corporations: ac- 
tually. pay, in direct federal taxes, anything like 
the amount: formerly supposed. It is shown, 
if the published ‘totals are correct, that one 
quite wealthy middle-western Senator who has 
been active in opposing, in Congress and out, 
any plan which would render these tax-free 
bonds taxable, actually pays on his own income 
little, if any, more than the tax upon the salary 
he receives as Senator. This same individual 
probably would not deny that his fortune, accu- 
mulated as a result of a fortunate small invest- 
ment made some years ago, is in the neighbor- 
hood of $25,000,000 or 330,000,000. 

No doubt there are thousands of wealthy in- 
vestors similarly situated. Several billions of

dollars of American capital have been invested 


in these favored securities. ‘Perhaps it will not 
be possible to impose a tax upon the securities 


| already issued, but it is possible in the future 


to close this convenient door behind which the 
modést rich are so carefully hiding. But even 
this foresighted action is opposed by the in- 
vestors. They must, if they continue their 
thrifty practices, find new issues of these tax- 
free securities in which to invest their divi- 
dends. 

Prevailing low interest rates in the financial 
centers of the east have caused bankers to re- 
frain from. pushing sales of state and municipal 
bonds. Money in the open market has not-been 
bringing more than 2 or 3 per cent, while the 
bonds net on an average of 4 per cent. It was 
‘shown a few days ago that about $125,000,000 
in tax-exempt bonds remained unsold in the 
hands of New York dealers. But within the 
last ten days or so, following the püblication

Now, there are such European museums 
which, if they do not include. all the peaceful 
arts, represent those that gre included with a 
technical thoroughness . seldom. ttained in 
America. France and England and Germany 
could keep the committee busy. But one thing 
| the committee would soon learn is that the in- 
dustrial art school is considered as important 
as—if, indeed, it does not take precedence of 
the industrial art museum. It. will be no great 
help to the craftsman to stare at products and 
processes and implements if he has not. first 
been trained to understand their uses and pos- 
Sibilities. It is not by. looking at pictures or 
statues in an art gallery that the painter or 
_seulptor is made, though to look at them forms 
part of his education. And so, a machine in 
your hands will teach you more than.a machine 
in the glass case, though when you have mas- 
tered. your craft the machine in the glass case 
may and should prove an inspiration. 

What America needs above ail is the tech- 
nical school. The committee, if it does journey 
in search of information, will find that, as a 
rule, in the country. where there are industrial 
art museums the Government has usually seen 
that there are also industrial art schools. These 
are not always perfect, but the fact that they 
exist means that at least the Gov ént real- 
izes that, to establish its industries on the right 
basis; there: must be schools in which its crafts-

Mendoza, Argentina 

Mendoza stands literally at the gateway between Chile 
and the Argentine. To the west riség the great wall of 
the Andes, not so Close here as in Chile, but with the 
division between. mountain and plain distinct none the 
less. The characteristic castellated foothills, the winding 
passes into the heights and beyond them to the snow 
peaks of the great cordillera, rise here in a majesty which 
is not dwarfed by the fact that it wanders back over vast 
distances, before the peaks fill the edges of the sky. 

To the east there stretch, as far as the eye can see 
(and interminable miles beyond the end of vision), the 
flat pampas of the Argentine, crowded with cultivated 
fields, busy’ with the life’ of one of the greatest agri- 
cultural nations in the world today. Behind, the moun- 
tains ot Chile with all they mean of the Chile whose indi- 
viduality so dominates its wonderful country; before, 
the vast plains, with all they signify of the prosperity 
and prodigal wealth of the Argentine. 

Here then is Mendoza, a city of 70,000 people, lying in 
the very midst ot a vast country, provincial indeed, as 
provincial as Main Street, and yet international, with 
Italian coachmen and whole suburbs filled with pictur- 
enque Piedmontese, with Spaniards and cowboys and 
Argentineans, cosmopolitan and anne, Uke a great 
trontjer trading post. > 

Mendoza is Spanish, however, even in its newer parts, 
in the design: and direction: of its eity plan. In the center 
a, great park of four’ squares’ ‘area, across which the 
buildings dwindle into lines, so ‘great does the distance 
seem through the gravél walks and the low arches of the 
eucalyptus and sycamore trees. And at each of the, four 
corners (now well within the city). four other parks, each 
with its walks and benches and trees, and each with its 
handsome monument; here an equestrian statue of San 
Martin, the liberator, there a replica of those three famil- 
lar yet ever sublime columns from the Forum in Rome— : 
the- gift of. the Italian colony.

But Mendoza has, besides these, one of the most won-= 
derful monuments ever reared in the world, standing at 
the end of its beautiful park—the monument to the Army 
ot the _ Andes, on the Cerro de la Gloria,” the “Hill of 
Glory.” You reach. it by a drive through a beautiful park.

This figure dominates 
the monument which Argentina, bullt here in 1917 to 
commemorate the centena ot the march of General San 
Martin and the wonderful Army of the Andes. This army 
he: organized and equipped through long months, and 
when all was ready marched with his soldiers across 
tlie highest. passes in the Andes, and in twenty-four days 
‘defeated’ the Spanish: Army in pitched battle, captured 
Santiago and liberated Chile. It is not the least impres- 
sive of all the setting ot this memorial that you read, at 
the Lge aka ‘of the hill, on an immense bronze tablet, these 
Words from San, Martin 8 proclamation In Santiago:
